IN TIIE SENATE. 


W a s h in g t o n , M arch 4th.—In th e Senate to­ 
day the jo in t resolution for tak in g th e census of 
A laska—allow ing the special agents th ere 87 a 
day to cover all expenses—was passed. 
The resolution w hich was ottered yesterday by 
Voorhees in regard to ihe lease of the seal 
islands of A laska to the N orth A m erican Com­ 
m ercial Com pany was reported back from the 
F iaance Com m ittee by Senator M orrell ad ­ 
versely, on th e ground th a t the Treasury De­ 
partm ent had already m ade th e lease an d the 
com m ittee had no pow er to interfere in the 
m atter. 
Voorhees said there was nothing further from 
his intention th an to m ake any im putation on 
the conduct o f th e Secretary of the Treasury. 
From inform ation in his possession he bad been 
led to believe th a t th ere w ere facts th a t had not 
been properly brought to the Secretary’s atten ­ 
tion. 
His object was to bring those facts to the 
Secretary’s consideration, but th e com m ittee 
having decided th at th e m atter was adjudicated, 
he acquiesced in th a t decision. 
The resolution was indefinitely postponed. 
The bill appropriating SiO.COO lor a m onu­ 
m ental colum n to com m em orate th e battle of 
Trenton, N. J., was passed. 
, 
The Senate th en proceeded to executive bus­ 
iness. 
The Senate Com m ittee on A griculture has 
adopted a substitute for all bills for the transfer 
of the Signal Service W eather Bureau irom the 
W ar D epartm ent to th e D epartm ent of Agri­ 
culture. 
IN THE HOUSE. 


W a s h in g to n , M arch 4th.—Consideration of 
th e A rkansas contested election case— Feather- 
ston vs. Cate—was resum ed iu the House to-day, 
Dalzell of P ennsylvania tak in g the floor. In 
supporting th e c iiim s of the contestant, he said 
th a t in th e election in th e First D istrict of Ar­ 
kansas, W inchester rifles, revolvers and bowie 
knives played a prom inent part. 
“T hat dis­ 
trict,” he said, “ was adjoining th at in w hich 
Clayton, a m an of national reputation, w hen in 
th e exercise of the right w hich belonged to the 
hum blest Am erican citizen, had been m urdered 
in cold blood at th e very altar of liberty.” Dal­ 
zell confined his rem arks principally to the 
election m ethods of th e Democrats in C ritten­ 
den county, charging intim idation and fraud 
controverting th e statem ent of O uthw aite of 
Ohio, th at there was no evidence th a t a 
“double-action” ballot-box was used in the 
country. 
O uthw aite challenged the production of auy 
evidence th at the box exhibited by him yester­ 
day had ever been used. 
Dalzell replied th a t the contention of a m a­ 
jority of th e Committee on Elections was th at a 
ballot-box. identical w ith th at presented, had 
been used in C rittenden county in at least three 
polling-places. T he contestee, in his brief, him ­ 
self adm itted th a t the chivalry of C rittenden 
county, arm ed w ith W inchester rifies, found it 
necessary to drive out tw enty or thirty unarm ed 
black m en. 
Crisp of Georgia subm itted an argum ent in fa 
vor of the claim s of the contestee. The Cate 
case, he said was peculiar.

A C a th o lic M ove to G et a F o o tin g in th e 
P u b lic S ch o o ls. 
S t. P a u l (Minn ), M arch 4th.—In view of the 
fact th a t in several cities C atholic priests have 
recently ordered C atholic parents to send th eir 
children to parochial schools exclusively, an 
event occurred here yesterday afternoon w hich 
is rem arkable, and m ay lead to a solution of the 
school question. 
The cath o lics have lately finished a school 
building in St. Jo h n ’s P arish. D ayton’s Bluff. In 
th a t section o f th e city th e public schools have 
been crow ded all w inter, and th e Board of Edu­ 
cation h ad t»een considering w h at was best to 
be done u ntil spring, w hen a building cou d be 
erected 
F ath er Flem ing, pastor o f th e parish, 
learned of the dilem m a and staggered Superin­ 
ten d en t G ilbert so th a t h e could hard ly believe 
bis senses by offering to donate the Catholic 
school to the city, only requiring th at It pay the 
absolute and necessary running expenses, such 
as th e paym ent of teachers, th e purchase of fuel, 
etc. 
F ath er Flem ing said th e teachers now in the 
parish schools could be exam ined, aud if tbev 
cam e up to th e required standard they should 
b ek ep :, otherw ise not. D uring school hours 


th e question of religion wa*fto be scrupulously 
banished from th e school-room. Of course, if 
religious instruction was given after school 
hours, he did not th in k there could be anything 
objectionable in that. 
The proposition w as so 
m anifestly fair and th e clergym an so evidently 
sincere, th a t the S uperintendent took th e m atter 
serious y under consideration, and w ill report 
it favorably to tbe Board of Education. 
A rchbishop Irelan d is absent from tbe city, 
but F ath er Cou way was seen at th e cathedral 
to-night, and said th at the A rchbishop had ex­ 
pressed him self as follows: “I have heard of 
F ather Flem ing s otter to the School Board of 
th e city, and I th in k it w ill strike all right- 
th in k in g m en as a m ost lair one. 
I th in k the 
nlau is one in full harm ony w ith Am erican 
ideas, particularly w ith th e tru ly Am erican 
principles cf liberty of conscience, w hich is a 
Catholic principle as w ell as an A m ericau one. 
T he teachers and childreu m ight be exam ined 
by th e school officials o f th e State. 
“ I am sure Catholics would not object <o this. 
C hildren and teachers m ight be subject in 
everything except religion to to th e Superintend­ 
ent o f Schools. If the State authorities so w ish, 
religion m ay not be taught during school hours. 
Catholic teachers could give religious instruc­ 
tion before school opens or after it closes, or 
oefore and after, as is done in E ngland. 
“There th e G overnm ent School Inspectors e x ­ 
am ine the children in secular branches, and the 
clergym en give religious instruction in the 
schools, but outside of school hours, and every­ 
thing moves w ith th e regularity of a clock.”

W a s h in g t o n , M arch 4th.—The m ain question, 
batw een England and the United States in the 
B ehring Sea dispute has been settled. Sir Julian 
1‘auncefote. in behalf of h er B ritannic M aje-ty, 
concedes to the U nited States th e ow nership 
and control of the Behring Sea. or at least so 
m uch of it as lies east of an im aginary line, 
draw n from the m iddle of the straits to th e 
w esternm ost island of th e A leutian archipelago, 
and on th e other h an d Mr. Blaine, on behalf of 
the U nited States, concedes th a t the United 
States vessels had no right to detain th e B ritish 
sealers w ithout flist having w arned them not to 
en ter those w aters 
The question of dam ages 
rem ains to be determ ined, and young Mr. Tup- 
per, w ho had charge of the cases at O ttaw a, has 
come here to inform tho B ritish M inister on the 
subject. 
POSTAL TELEGRAPH. 
D. M. Bates of New York, representing, as he 
said, a num ber of gentlem en interested in post­ 
al telegraphy, addressed th e House Com m ittee 
on Postottices and Post Roads, on th a t subject 
this m orning. He analyzed some of the statis­ 
tics presented by President Green of tbe West­ 
ern Union, w th th e result of establishing, as he 
asserted, the average rate on W estern Union 
messages from distances lover 500 m iles was 49 
cents. The people, he said, w anted the G overn­ 
m ent to step in an d com pete to a certain extent. 
If the Postm aster G eneral’s bill would do this at 
a uniform rate for the entire country, it would be 
desirable, bu t it was im practicable. T he rate 
he would suggest on th e basis of a new tele­ 
graph com pany doing all of the service except 
the collecting and delivery, an d including the 
operators—no other basis would be possible— 
Tt would be, under 5T0 miles. 15 cents; over 500 
m iles and east of the M ississippi, 25 or 30: and 
betw een the 85th and 105th parallel, 25 or SO 
cents, w ith 40 cents as the m axim um .

“hot” at the repeated aud gratuitous insults of­ 
fered them by Attorney-General Goodwin. 
A Senate Com m ittee investigated the charges 
of corruption in connection w ith th e lottery 
schem e and the election o f U nited Senators and 
is anxious to com pel several State officials to 
appear as w itnesses and tell all they know con­ 
cerning th e oft repeated charges ol "boodiere.* 
A ttorney-G eneral Goodwin was requested to 
furnish th e Seaate a w ritten opiuion as to the 
m anner in w hich the com m ittee should proceed 
against these recalcitrant officials, w ho have ig­ 
nored its subpenas. 
To-day the Attorney-Geueral inform ed the 
Senate, in a flippant aiid sarcastic vein, th a t its 
com m ittee had no powers w orth spea^iug of. 
It m ight arrest unw illing witnesses, but could 
uot coufiue them iu ja il. In fact, th e Senate 
had better not “bite off m ore th an it could le­ 
gally chew .” 
As soon as th e opinion was read Senator La- 
m oure got the flo r. an a “roasted” the Attorney- 
G eneral in violent language. 
He accused Good­ 
w in of shielding th e unw illing w itnesses to save 
his own scalp, and referred to him as a “brain­ 
less m onkey.”

W o o d l a n d , M arch 4th —For tb e first tim e, 
the fact th a t W illiam W ohlfrom had m ade a 
confession concerning th e m urder 
of 
M att 
Faigle on th e 27th day of April, 1587, a t B lack's 
Station, by him self aud Daniel Bem m erly. was 
m ade public to-oay. T he crim e was one of ihe 
m ost brutal and cold-blooded in th e annals of 
tn e county. F aig'e, who was in Bem m erly's 
employ, had incensed Bemmerly by resist ir tr 
him at different tim es w hen Bem m erly had at­ 
tem pted to thrash him . Faigle was at work in 
a field plow ing, w hen Bem m erly and W ohlfrom 
drove up, w hipped him from betw een his horses 
and th en shot him . Tbe tri«i of both parties 
was had on Septem ber la, 1889, w hich resulted 
in th eir conviction of m urder in th e second de­ 
gree, both receiving a sentence o f seventeen 
years. 
W ohlfrom, th e confessor, is now at Folsom 
serving his seotence, w hile Bem m erly is in the 
County Jail aw aiting a second trial. 
The confession was m ade on October 24,1889, 
before tw o county officers, at W ohlfrom’s re­ 
quest. and it details th e crim e from th e ir first 
m ovem ents on th e day o f th e tragedy. The 
purchase of a bottle of w hisky to brace them 
up, the procuring of tw o pisto s, and the 
threats of Bem m erly bef>re third parties as to 
his intentions to settle it w ith Faigle, th e act 
of the killing, w herein W ohlfrom states th at 
he took no part, but th a t Bem m erly was the 
aggressor, an d w hipped Faigle w ith a w hip 
from betw een his horses, telling him th a t he 
was going to shoot him , aud then going to bis 
buggy and procuring th e pistol aud shooting 
him dow n. 
W ohlfrjm also states th a t Faigle 
drew a pocket-knife and took up a w rench to 
protect nim self, but m ade no attack. Wohl­ 
from also states th a t w hen he swore at th e trial 
th at he shot Faigle it was because of th e fact 
th a t he had been told by B m m erly’s friends 
and attorneys th at he coold suffer no harm , 
and th a t if he testified otherw ise th a t Bem ­ 
m erly would be hung.

T he H ouse C om m ittee and the Interstate 
Com m erce Law. 
[From the News Letter, March 1st. | 
The House Committee on Commerce has 
reported against the repeal of the interstate 
commerce law, aDd recommended that the 
varion9 bills looking to that end lie upon 
the table. It may fairly be presum ed that 
this substantially ends all hope of that ob­ 
noxious measure being seriously interfered 
w ith during the continuance of the present 
CoDgress. This result does not surprise u 
in the least. The Xcws Letter has more 
than once suggested that the law should be 
made the best of, as it has come to stay. 
We predicated that statem ent upon the 
knowledge of how hard it is to undo work 
that is sustained by a taking but demagogic 
cry. PuttiDg the great transportation com­ 
panies under the heel of authority is pleas­ 
ing to the grangers, and is believed to be 
popular; hence the passage of the law in 
question and the fear to repeal it. It was 
tne result in the first place o f demagogism, 
and the failure to repeal or modify it 
springs from cowardice. 
As is not unusual 
in such cases, it proves in operation to be an 
injury to the very people it was professedly 
designed to benefit. 
In a recent address be­ 
fore the Illinois Farm ers’ Association the 
law was openly denounced a9 in conflict 
with natural law9. It was shown by one 
speaker that the law discrim inates in favar 
o f heavy shippers and against the farmers, 
while it was intended, when passed by 
Congress, to operate in directly the oppo­ 
site way. 
It was shown that the rate on 
corn from Chicago to New York is 25 cents 
per hundred pounds, while it would be a 
profitable haul at 121 cents. 
The railroads dare not reduce the through 
charge, because they would be compelled 
to m ake a proportionate reduction on all 
local business because of the ridiculous 
long and short haul clause. T hat is the 
weakest point of a lam entably weak Act, 
which has incontestably deprived com­ 
peting points of the advantages that nat­ 
urally belong to them . In that particular 
it is especially objectionable to San F ran­ 
cisco. It has very largely deprived us of 
the beuefits that would have flowed from 
competing lines. The through traffic from 
and to this city would have been keenly 
competed for and rates would assuredly 
have continued at low figures, but the ne­ 
cessity under the law of m aking local rates 
equally low puts a sum m ary end to all 
hope of our fruits, canned goods, etc., being 
hauled 
East as 
cheaply as they oth­ 
erwise m ight be. The law has checked 
railroad development, benefited Canadian 
competing lines, discrim inated in favor of 
large shippers, deprived competing locali­ 
ties of the advantages conferred upon them 
by nature, and caused great disturbance to 
business arrangements without substituting 
any compensating advantages whatever. It 
was passed to placate the grangers, yet it 
has very greatly added to the woes of the 
farmers. 
W hen they have suffered a while 
longer they will probably awake to their 
folly, and ask Congress to let the transpor­ 
tation problem alone to work oat its own 
salvation, as it would undoubtedly do if 
left to the operation of natural laws. 
The Senate Committee on 
Interstate 
Commerce will arrange for the investiga­ 
tion called for by Mr. Paddock’s resolution, 
which was recently agreed toby the Senate. 
This resolution instructs the committee to 
inquire into the working of the long and 
short haul clause of the Interstate Com­ 
merce Act, and report w hether or not it is 
responsible in any degree for the present 
depressed condition of the agricultural in­ 
terests of the West. Senator Paddock, 
speaking of the m atter to day, said that he 
had been represented as being in favor of 
tbe law in question. 
He said this was not 
the case. 
He wants to find out w hether or 
not tbe clause is working to the disad­ 
vantage of the farmer. 
In case the in­ 
quiry to be made developed the tact that it 
is injurious to the farmer, and its repeal 
cannot be secured, he will then introduce 
a bill coDstruiugthe section ot the Act con­ 
taining the long and short haul clause to 
auihorize the Interstate Commerce Com­ 
missioners to so regulate the tariffs of the 
road as to secure to the producer of food 
stuffs a reasonable price for his products.

AT TH E VATICAN. 


B úllalo B ill and H is Indians H eroes of 
th e Hour, 


R o m e , March 4th.—The Herald correspondent 
sends the following cablegram : 
One of the strangest spectacles ever seen with­ 
in the venerable walls of the Vatican was the 
dramatic entry of Buffalo Bill at the head of his 
Indians and cowboys yesterday when the ec­ 
clesiastical, secular and m ilitary court of the 
Papacy had assembled to witness the twelfth 
annual thanksgiving of Leo VIII. for his coro­ 
nation. In the midst of a scene of supreme 
splendor, crowded with old Roman people and 
surrounded with walls immortalized by Michael 
Angelo and Raphael, there suddenly appeared 
a host of savages in paint, feathers and blankets 
carrying tsm anaw ksand knives. 
A vast multitude surged into the great square 
before St. Peter's early in the morning to witness 
the arrival of the Americans. Before 9:30 the 
Ducal Hall, Royal Hall and Ststine Chapel were 
packed. Through the middle of the three audi­ 
ences was a pathway bordered with the bril­ 
liant uniforms of the Swiss Guards, tbe Palatine 
Guards, the Papal Gendarmes and the private 
chamberlains. Light iell npou the lines of glit­ 
tering steel, nodding plumes, golden chains and 
the shimmering robes of silk and all the bril­ 
liant emblems of pontifical power and glory. 
Suddenly a tall, chivalrous figure appeared at 
the entrance, and all eyes turned toward him. 
It was Buffalo Bill. With a sweep of his great 
sombrero he saluted the Chamberlains and then 
strode toward the guards. Behind was Buck 
Taylor, who towered hugely above the tallest 
man in the place, his long hair tied back on his 
shoulders, and then came Bronco Bill, in buck­ 
skin, and after him trooped the cowboys, 
splashed with mud and picturesque beyond de­ 
scription. Rocky Bear lend the Sioux warriors 
in the rear. They were painted in every color 
that Indian imagination could devise, and every 
man carried something to present to the medi­ 
cine man ot tne Great Spirit. The Indians and 
cowboys were ranged in solid mass in the south 
corners of the Ducal Hall, and Buffalo Bill and 
Salisbury were escorted into the Sistine Chapel 
by the Chamberlains, and were greeted by Gen­ 
eral Sherman’s daughter. 
A Princess invited Colonel Cody to a place in 
the tribune of Roman nobles. He stood facing 
the gorgeous Diplomatic Corps, surrounded by 
Prince and Princess Borghese, Marquis Ser- 
lupia, 
Princess Bandini, 
Duchess Grazioli, 
Prince and Princess Massino, Prince and Prin­ 
cess Kuspoli, and all the ancient families of the 
city. 
When the Pope appeared, carried above the 
heads of his guards, preceded by the Knightsof 
Malta and a nrocession of Cardinals and Arch­ 
bishops, the cowboys bowed, and so did the In­ 
dians. Rocky Bear knelt and made the sign of 
the cross. The Pontiff leaned yearningly to­ 
ward the rude grouo and blessed them. He 
seemed to be touched by the sight. LAs the train 
swept on the Indians became excited a n d a 
squaw fainted. Though they had been warned 
not to utter a sound, they were with difficulty 
re-trained from whooping. The Pope looked at 
Colonel Cody as he passed, and the great scout 
bent low when he received a benediction. After 
tne thanksgiving mass, with its choral accom­ 
paniment, with now and then the Pope s power­ 
ful voice ringing through the Sistine Chapel, the 
great audience poured out of the Vatican 
When the Indians returned to camp within 
sight of the grim, castle of San Angelo they 
found,the only warrior who did not go to the 
Vatican dead in his blanket. Rocky Bear told 
hte followers that the Creat Spirit had done it. 
T o-night the Indians temporarily relapsed into 
paganism, and are howling over the dead brave, 
some of them tearing their fiesh and sprinkling 
the funeral tent with their blood 
Buffalo Bill 
expressed delight at the way In which the com­ 
pany has been received. He said: “You see 
the Wild West Is filling its mission of making 
history for the Indian and the Western man for 
the Columbus Centennial of 1892. Tell our 
friends in America that the Wild West is all 
right. Let the carpers know that from time im­ 
memorial dogs have barked at the moon, but 
La Luna still continues on the even tenor of her 
way."

BATTLE IN 
DAH 0M ET. 


The N atives R epulsed by the French anti 
Many K illed. 


P a r is . March 4th.—A report has been received 
by the Government Irom the Governor of Sene­ 
gal, stating that £00 of the King of Dahomey's 
troops attacked a French fjree under the com­ 
mand of Terrillon Atzebo. After a sever light 
the French repulsed the natives, killing and 
wounding 100. 
It is reported that tbe Government intends to 
annex the kingdom of Dahomey to the French 
possessions in Africa, and that a large expedi­ 
tion is to be sent to tbe west coast at once. The 
expedition is said to be under orders to act 
promptly npon its arrival, in order to avert the 
massacre of many captives on the occasion of 
tbe King's accession lo the throne, it being the 
custom in Dahomey to sacrifice a large number 
ot prisoners and Dahomians at all State and re­ 
ligious ceremonies. 
Lord Salisbury Talks. 
Lo n d o n, March 4th.—In the House of Lords 
to-day Lord Salisbury, in replying to a question 
asked by Lord Beauchamp, said : "As the report 
of the Parnell Commission deals with imputa­ 
tions against members of the House of Com­ 
mons, it is natural that that body should deal 
with it first. As an act of courtesy we will allow 
the House of Commons to take whatever action 
on the report it may think fit before we make a 
move.” Salisbury further said he did not see 
why the action of the Lords should differ mate­ 
rially Irom that of tbe Commons. 
F lacky B ulgaria. 
So f ia . March 4th.—Bulgaria has effectually 
upset Russia's calculations by her prompt pay­ 
ment of the war Indemnity demanded by that 
power, and having done this, she has applied to 
the Porte to take formal steps to obtain com­ 
plete recognition of her national character by 
the European Powers. Falling In that scheme, 
the Bulgarian Government intends to proclaim 
the independence of the country. 
M inisterial Crisis. 
P a r is , March 4th.—The newspapers are unan­ 
imous in the opinion that the discussion in the 
DeDUties in regard to the resignation of Con- 
stans. Minister of the Interior, weakened the 
Ministry. All express the belief that a Minis­ 
terial crisis is not far off, and is only deferred 
by the Chamber’s vote of confidence yesterday. 
Two Frenchm en D ecapitated.

Bica), M»rch 4th.—Two 
Frenchmen employed by the De Lesseps Canal 
Company, and residing at Channc, were m ur­ 
dered in their bedroom by two negro servants. 
They were robbed of 51,000. The Frenchmen 
were found dt capitated. The negroes escaped. 
Four Persons K illed. 
L o n d o n, March ¡4th.—As the night express 
train Horn London to Scotland arrived at Car­ 
lisle last night, running at a high rate of speed, 
it dashed into an engine coming on the same 
track. The first two carriages of the express 
were telescoped. Four persons were killed. 
M itchell and Nlavin. 
Lo n d o n, March 4th.—A sensation was created 
in sporting circles to-night by the announce­ 
ment that Charlie Mitchell wanted to fight Sla- 
vin. The offer Is that he will box Slavin only a 
limited number of rounds, the winner to get a 
55,000 purse. 
Suppressing M orm onism . 
Ot ta w a. March 4th.—Sir John Thompson has 
amended his criminal law bill, whicli was pre­ 
sented to the House of Commons to-night. The 
amendment will effectually supptess Mormon­ 
ism in Canada.

CiT'K REPUBLICANS. 


MAYOR GREGORY NOMINATED TO SUC­ 
CEED HIMSELF. 


Short M akes a Sharp B rush for Chief 
of Police—A. W ide-aw ake 
Platform . 


The Republican City Convention, called 
to nominate candidates to be voted for at 
the approaching city election for Mayor, 
Chief of Police, City Attorney, Fire Com­ 
missioner, and Library Trustees, was held 
at the Clunie Opera House last evening. 
The theater was crowded to itd utmost ca­ 
pacity. 
The Convention was called to order by R. 
J. Van Voorhies, Chairman of the City 
Central Committee, who explained its pur­ 
pose. 
A. J. Rhoads nominaled E. F. Taylor for 
Chairman, and he was unanimously chosen 
to preside. 
Mr. Taylor said he appreciated the honor 
conferred upon him, and hoped that he 
would be able to preside with impartiality. 
For Secretary, Max Edelmuth, W. H. 
Ennis and E. J. Clark were nominated for 
the position, and on motion all were 
elected. 
A. J. Rhoads moved that a committee of 
five be appointed on permanent organiza­ 
tion and order of business. The Chair 
named as such committee A. J. Rhoads, 
J. W.'Wilson, Jud C. Brusie, M. M. Drew 
and J. W. Boyce. 
On motion of F. D. Ryan, a committee 
of five was appointed on platform and res­ 
olutions. The Chair appointedF. D. Ryan, 
A. L. Hart, Clinton L. White, Chris Green 
and W. J. Davis. 
F. D. Ryan moved that the published 
list of delegates elected at the primary be 
accepted as the list of duly accredited mem­ 
bers of the Convention, there being no 
contests, and that persons holding proxies 
present the same to the Secretaries. Car­ 
ried.A recess of fifteen minutes was then 
taken, in order to give the committees an 
opportunity to prepare their reports.

The Committee on Permanent Organi- 
tion and Order of Business made the fol­ 
lowing report, which was adopted: 
S ection of City Republican Central Com­ 
mittee, two from each ward, to be selected by 
the delegates of each ward respectively, and 
one at large, to be selected by the Convention; 
nomination of First Trustee; nomination of City 
Attorney; nomination of Chief of Police: nomi­ 
nation of Fire Commissioner; nomination of 
Board of Trustees Public Library. 
We further recommend that the temporary 
oflicers be chosen by the Convention as its per­ 
manent officers; also, for Sergeants-at-Arms, 
Antone Gregory, R. Reed and M. McManus. 
ASSESSMENT OF DELEGATES, ETC. 
While awaiting the report of the Com­ 
mittee on Platform, William Beckman 
moved that an assessment of $1 each be 
collected from the delegates and $5 from 
each candidate to delray the expenses of 
the Convention. 
Antone Brewer moved to amend by 
making it 50 cents. 
This was voted down, and Beckman's 
motion carried. 
The Committee on Resolutions not yet 
haying reported, there were loud calls for 
speeches. 
There being no responses, Chairman 
Taylor remarked that the favorites seemed 
to be absent. 
CENTRAL COMMITTEE. 
The Central Committee was announced 
as follows;

PLATFORM AND RESOLUTIONS. 
F. D. RyaD, Chairman of the Committee 
on Plattorm and Resolutions, read the fol­ 
lowing report, which was loudly cheered 
at various points and enthusiastically 
adopted: 
The Republicans of the city of Sacramento, in 
Convention assembled, reaffirm their unswerv­ 
ing devotion to the principles ot the Republican 
party, as contained iu the national platform 
adopted at the Chicago Convention in Í88S, and 
aflirm that the recall of the Republican party 
to full control of national affairs is a matter of 
sincere congratulation to the whole people, and 
has restored public confidence, and insured to 
the nation peace, prosperity and national honor. 
We reaffirm our confidence in the wisdom, 
fidelity, honesty and patriotism of that gallant 
soldier and statesman. Benjamin HarrisoD, the 
president of the United States, and we predict 
that his Administration will be, as it has thus 
far been, so marked by able statesmanship and 
disinterested patriotism that it will be a full 
vindication of the wisdom of the people in re­ 
storing the Republican party once more to 
power. 
We believe in the right of any community to 
local self-government, and therefore an amend­ 
ment should be made to the Constitution of Cal­ 
ifornia that will permit the city of Sacramento, 
and other cities, to each adopt a charter for its 
government, permitting of local management of 
ail matters fairly within municipal regulation, 
without constant interference and interruption 
because of general legislative Acts not in accord 
with the true Interests of the city. 
That this Convention indorses the coarse of 
our only Republican representative in the Sen­ 
ate of the United States, Hon. Leland Stanford, 
and it appreciates the work of Congressman 
Joseph McKenna in the interest of Sacramento, 
in his efforts toward the advancement of its in­ 
terests, and particularly in securing a com­ 
mittee report favoring the appropriation of 
8600,000 to construct a public building for the 
nse of the General Government. 
We congratulate our citizens that under the 
able administration of our present Mayor, Hon. 
Eugene J. Gtegory, the city has at last secured a 
permanently advantageous position regarding 
her bonded indebtedness, and that we are now- 
able to look lorward with confidence to a time 
in the near future when the city will be entirely 
tree from this incubus, which has retarded her 
prosperity for so many years. 
The municipal authorities should be encour­ 
aged iu ail efforts in the direction of levee and 
street improvement, and all matters tending to 
increase the beauty, business convenience, pros­ 
perity and health oí the city. 
And we submit that in the improvement of 
streets it would be but right that some portion 
of the expense seould be paidont of the general 
fund, instead of all of it being assessed against 
the adjoining property-owners. 
In order to give employment to the many 
Idle mechanics and laborers of the city, work 
should be begun without further delay upon 
the construction of the Government building, 
which is to be erected in this city, and we 
pledge our best efforts to secure the commence­ 
ment and prosecution of such work at the 
earliest possible time. 
The Sacramento river is one of the navigable 
rivers of the United States, and as such is under 
the care of the general Government, and we 
believe it to be the duty of the general Govern­ 
ment to take active measures to preserve and 
improve the navigability of that stream, and to 
reclaim and protect from overflow the lands ad­ 
joining. We insist that snch action is due from 
the National Government to the people, in con­ 
sideration of the millions annually paid by Cal­ 
ifornia into the national treasury. 
We pledge the candidates presented by th is 
C o n v e n tio n to a strict adherence to the princi­ 
ples r f th e Republican party, and t o ‘h e h ig h ­ 
e st h o n e sty , fidelity and economy in the admin­ 
istra tio n of municipal affairs. 
Hiram W. Johnson offered the following 
resolution, which he moved be added to the 
platform : 
resolved That we ’pledge our candidates for 
Mavor Chief of Police and City Attorney to a 
strict vigilant and thorough enforcement of the 


laws against gambling, and we invoke the aid 
of all good citizens for these candidates, that 
they mav be enabled to comply with this reso­ 
lution. " 
C. L. White moved to amend by adding 
“and all other crimes." 
The resolution was adopted as amended. 
FIRST TRUSTEE. 
The next order of business being the 
nomination of candidates for First Trustee, 
J. O. Funston arose and in an eloquent 
speech nominated E. J. Gregoiy, "the gen­ 
tleman who has so well and ably performed 
the duties of that position.” Mr. Gregory 
had made few mistakes while Mayor, and 
the speaker challenged any person to point 
to one resulting in injury to the city. Mr. 
Funston proceeded to speak of the many 
official acts of Mayor Gregory, and claimed 
that his thorough business" training had 
resulted in great benefit to the city of his 
birth. 
Mr. Gregory being loudly called for, came 
forward and addressed the Convention. 
He said this was the second time that it 
had been his privilege to appear before a 
Republican City Convention. He fully ap­ 
preciated the distinguished consideration 
with which he had been favored by the 
people of Sacramento, in electing him to 
the honorable office which he now holds. 
His platform had been to act impartially 
and fairly in all public matters, and in the 
event of his re-election to the office of 
Mayor of the city of Sacramento he would 
be governed by the same platform in the 
future. He expressed a hearty apprecia­ 
tion of the enconinms offered in his behalf 
by his friend, Mr. Funston, which, how­ 
ever, were undeservedly flattering. 
Mr. Gregory concluded his remarks by 
indorsing the platform, pledging himself to 
support the nominees of the Convention, 
and to do all in his power to aid and 
strengthen the Republican party. 
Mr. Beckman moved that Mr. Gregory 
be nominated by acclamation. 
The motion was carried amid applause 
CITY ATTORNEY. 
For City Attorney Jud C. Brusie placed 
in nomination, in a neat speech, E. C. 
Hart. The nomination of Mr. Hart, he 
claimed, would be one of the means of 
cementing the party in this city. 
There were no further nominations, and 
Mr. Hart went npon the platform and 
briefly addressed the Conveniion. He was 
suffering from a severe cold, and made no 
attempt at a speech. He promised that if 
elected he would discharge the duties of 
his office to the best of his ability. 
Mr. Hart was nominated by acclamation. 
CHIEF OF POLICE. 
General A. L. Hart addressed the Con­ 
vention in a forcible manner, concluding 
with the nomination of Warren F. Drew. 
He said Mr. Drew was not only capable of 
carrying out the platform of the party, but 
would fearlessly do his duty and suppress 
all crime within the city. He vouched for 
Mr. Drew's respectability, bravery and 
honesty—a man who was independent of 
the control of any person or clique. 
S. W. Butler nominated Matt, ¿archer, 
“an old and tried officer." 
Another delegate nominated Edward 
Short. 
The nominations were then closed. 
Mr. Drew addressed the Convention, in­ 
dorsing the platform and resolutions. 
Mr. Karcher, being called for, stepped 
forth, and said he also had la grippe. Un­ 
der ordinary circumstances he would re­ 
main and wait for the roll to be called, but 
knowing that it would be unnecessary to 
go further, he respectfully withdrew his 
name, promising to support the Conven­ 
tion's nominees. 
Mr. Short said he did not come there 
with the expectation of being nominated. 
But if nominated he promised to make as 
good a Chief as they had ever had. 
Somebody moved that Mr. Karcher’s $5 
be returned to him, but the old war-horse 
came upon the stage and declined to re­ 
ceive it, saving that he paid the $5 for the 
privilege of having a few minutes’ talk. 
The roll was then called, and a First 
Ward delegate arose, and announced that 
the ward cast 10 votes for Drew and 3 for 
Short. 
Mr. Short demanded a roll-call, and the 
First Ward gave him 8 votes. 
The roll-call resulted as follows : Drew 
73, Short 40. 
Mr. Drew was declared the nominee for 
Chief of Police. 
FIRE COMMISSIONER. 
For this office Clinton L. White placed 
in nomination M. A. Howard, of whose 
qualifications he spoke in the highest 
terms. 
There were no further nominations, and 
Mr. Howaid was nominated by acclama­ 
tion. 
CITY FREE LIBRARY. 
Win. J. Davis moved that the present 
Trustees of the City Free Library—Messrs. 
W. C. Fitch, S. H. Gerrish, L. E. 8mith, 
A. S. Hopkins and Add. C. Hinkson—be 
nominated by acclamation. Carried. 
There being no further business, the 
Convention adjourned with three cheers for 
the ticket and the pany. 
WOMEN'S RELIEF CORPS. 
F air Oaks Corps Officially Inspected by 
the D epartm ent President. 
Yesterday Mrs. Geraldine E. Frisbie, De­ 
partment President of the Women’s Relief 
Corps, accompanied by Mrs. P. Stanton 
Marshall, Department Inspector, paid Fair 
Oe&s Corps a fraternal visit. The meeting 
was largely attended. The Corps was com­ 
plimented npon their good standing in the 
Department. 
Mrs. Frisbie, in the course of her re­ 
marks, spoke very encouragingly of the 
prosperous condition of the Order through­ 
out the Department. She said that within 
the last vear the charitable work had been 
largely extended. A home for the widows 
and orphans of the nation's defenders had 
been completed, and was now sheltering 
many who would otherwise be left desti­ 
tute.Mrs. Frisbie and Mrs. Marshall will 
leave to-dav for Los Angeles, to visit the 
Corps iu that section.

SUPERYISORS TO THE FRONT. 


THEY APPROPRIATE $500 FOR THE 
RIVER DELEGATION. 


M r. B ates G rum bles a Little, but Gives 
in—O ther County M atters 
A ttended to. 


Mayor Gregory, accompanied by Dr. G. 
M Dixon and C. E. Grunsky, appeared be­ 
fore the Board of Supervisors, shortly after 
the latter body convened yesterday fore­ 
noon, and succeeded in getting an appro­ 
priation of $500 made to assist in defraying 
the expenses of the delegation which it is 
proposed to send to Washington to aid in 
the restoration of the navigability of the 
Sacramento and other rivers of California. 
The Mayor first addressed the Board in 
his usual earnest and quiet way. “I am 
here, to-day, gentlemen, with my associates 
on the Executive Committee of the Califor­ 
nia River Convention,” he said, “to speak 
on a very important matter. You are all 
well aware, no doubt, of the object tor 
which the recent River Convention assem­ 
bled, and also that that Convention ap­ 
pointed an Executive Committee, in 
whose hands was left the task of car­ 
rying out the resolutions and determi­ 
nations of 
that Convention. 
This 
Executive Committee has decided that it is 
necessary, in order to carry out these plans, 
to send a delegation of citizens, represent­ 
ing the various sections in need of river 
improvements, to Washington, to confer 
with our represensatives there. We deem 
this very necessary. We have selected five 
very efficient men to comprise this delega­ 
tion. Now, gentlemen, we need money to 
«end this delegation to Washington, and to 
defray the expenses of its members. We 
appear before you to-day to ask that you 
make an appropriation" of $500 for that 
purpose. We expect to get similar amounts 
from other counties, but consider that Sac­ 
ramento county should make the start.” 
“What’s the matter with the city putting 
up for it?” inquired Supervisor Bates. 
“The county at large is just as anxious 
for the improvement of the Sacramento 
river as the city is,” replied the Mayor. 
"Oh, no,” said the Supervisor, “it’s the 
city that wants protection.” 
The Mayor was about to reply, when Mr. 
Grunsky interrupted, to call the attention 
of the refractory Supervisor to the facttbat 
the cily constituted quite a large portion ot 
the county, and bea rs fully half of the 
taxation. 
Dr. Dixon took the floor and spoke in 
the same strain as did Mayor Gregory. 
"We did not intend to send this delegation 
at first,” he said, “but learned direct from 
Washington that it was necessary that we 
should do so. There is much to be done, 
and our representatives at Washington 
want to be fully advised as to what is 
needed. We cannot get a large appropria­ 
tion at this session ot Congress, but we are 
anxious to have a Commission appointed 
and to get the work started. There will be 
no trouble about appropriations after that. 
Tbe $500 which we now ask for is onlv to 
cover the expenses of our delegation. "Six 
more counties will subscribe similar 
amounts. We could no doubt get this 
money from private subscriptions, but we 
want our delegation to go before Congress as 
coming from the people, and to take with 
them the indorsement of Boards of Super­ 
visors and Boards of Trade.” 
Supervisor Tebbets said that some time 
ago a committee from the local Board of 
Trade appeared before the Supervisors and 
asked what the sentiment of the Board 
would be should the proposed River Con­ 
vention need assistance. "Wegave them 
encouragement then,” continued Mr. Teb­ 
bets, “and now when the time comes to 
give the assistance required we should do 
it. I’m in favor of it, and will vote for it. 
The county is just as interested as the 
city is.” 
Supervisor Greer was of the same opin­ 
ion, and told the Board so in an eloquent 
speech. In conclusion he offered a resolu­ 
tion to the effect that $500 be appropriated 
from the County Treasury for the purpose 
mentioned. 
Mr. Tebbets moved the adoption of the 
resolution and Mr. Black seconded it. It 
was adopted unanimously, even Mr. Bates 
voting "ave.” 
A demand upon the treasury was drawn 
up then and there for the amount, and 
Auditor Frank Johnson came down stairs 
to approve it. When the committee left the 
building they took the money with them. 
The regular business of the Board was 
then resumed. 
A communication was received from 
Mrs. 8. W. Belcher setting forth that a cer­ 
tain portion of the Sheldon road was being 
narrowed unlawfully by one John Patter­ 
son. Mrs. Belcher appeared in person to 
substantiate what was stated in the com­ 
munication. 
County Clerk Hamilton threw some light 
on the matter by explaining that Mr. Pat­ 
terson had called on him and asked what 
the width of a certain road (describing it) 
was. Mr. Hamilton said that he informed 
the gentleman that according to the records 
the road should be thirty feet. The Shel­ 
don road is sixty feet wide. Mr. Hamilton 
compared notes and discovered that the 
road which Mr. Patterson described was 
not the one which Mrs. Belcher claims he 
is now narrowing. 
Tbe matter was referred to the Committee 
on Roads and Bridges. 
At the afternoon session Robert T. Dev­ 
lin appeared before the Board and protested 
against the proposed draining of the County 
Hospital grounds through Oak Park. Mr. 
Devlin said he represented the Oak Park 
Association, and the latter did not want 
any ditches cut through its land or water 
thrown upon it without their consent. If 
it could be shown that the proposed drain­ 
ing would not prove injurious they would 
not object, but if it did hurt their land they 
would oppose it. 
The Board decided to visit Oak Park 
to-day and look into the matter. 
An adjournment was then taken until 
this forenoon.______

Zaca Montgomery Makes an Eloquent j 
Opening Address.

"ble array ol legal ta le n t beiore th e b a r o f The 
U nited States Suprem e C o u rt to-day ..when the 
N eagle ease w as a n n o u n ce d to be on triuL 
D irectly in front sat W. H. H . H iller, A ttor­ 
ney-G eneral o f th e U nited States an d h ead of 
th e D epartm ent of Ju stice, w ith Senator E d­ 
m unds, C hairm an of theS?enate C om m ittee of 
th e Judiciary, by his side. Joseph H. Choate, 
m em ber oí th e fam ous New* York firm of law ­ 
yers, of w h ich Senator W illiam M. E varts is 
head, was w ith G eneral Miller. 
A t a table near 
by w ere A ttorney-G eneral Johnson of C alifornia 
and Zach M ontgom ery. 
A fter th e adm ission of several law yers to prac­ 
tice before th e C ourt and the transaction of 
som e «ratin e business, at 12:15 th e case o f Cun­ 
ningham , Sheriff, against X eagle was called by 
C hief Ju stice Fuller. 
Zach M ontgom ery addressed th e Court. H e 
first announced an agreem ent betw een counsel 
o f a division oí tim e. M ontgom ery recited in 
d e ta il th e incidents of th e tragedy in L aihrop 
last Augu>t, resulting in th e killing o f n erry. 
H e stated the pobitiou of th e 6tate o f California 
before th is Orrnrt is th a t solely on a question of 
jurisdiction, an d all evidence touching Neagie’s 
g 
uilt or innocence is irrelevant. The low er 
ourt had hinged th e question of the ju risd ic ­ 
tio n in this oase upon th e question of iNeaele’s 
guilt. If Neagle was guilty of a crim e, it held 
th a t the State Court h a a jurisdiction, otherw ise 
not. 
I shall endeavor to show, said M ontgom­ 
ery, th a t w hether N eagle was guilty or not, 
th ere is a coiuliet of opinion upon th e’result of 
N eagle’s perpetration of an act punishable by 
th e State taw , th o gh it w ere perm itted by the 
F ederal law. 
M ontgomery did not justify Ter­ 
ry ’s act in assaulting Fields but denounced it as 
agrevious wrong. * If th e assault upon Judge 
F ield.” n M M ontgomery, “m ade by Terry was 
w ith deadly in ten t, w hich could be prevented 
only by the killing of Terry, th en th e killing 
was justifiable : but if Terry m ade th e assault 
w ith his hand sim ply to provoke Judge Field 
into a duel, tn is puta a difierent light upon the 
question.” 
M ontgomery th en dw elt at length upon the 
evidence affecting th e m an n er ’of th e assault 
upon Field. There was au em barrassing pause 
iu M ontgom ery's argum ent, caused by a de­ 
m and of the Court to know in w h a t shape th e 
evidence taken by th e low er Court was brought 
to the attention o f the Suprem e Court. A certi­ 
fication of the evidence could not be found. 
M ontgom ery was th en allow ed to proceed. 
He 
referred in sarcastic term s to Judge Lorenzo 
Saw yer’s action in tak in g into consideration his 
ow n personal grievances against Terry an d al­ 
low ing such consideration to w eigh in the ques­ 
tion of th e necessity ol th e killin g of Terrv and 
th e releasiug ol the slayeT. C ontinuing. M ont­ 
gom ery referred to th e lact of T erry's leaving 
h is pistol iu th e Pullm an car w hile he w ent into 
th e station as evidence th a t Terrv intended to 
slap Judge Field and challenge him to com bat, 
little dream ing th a t th is act w ould be followed 
by tn e deadly crack o f a pistol held by a United 
States M arshal in disguise. 
M ontgom ery referred to various testim onies 
concerning th e assault to substantiate it. M ont­ 
gom ery was firm ly convinced th a t Terry did 
no t attem pt F ield’s life. 
He did not have any 
w eapon about his person, nor m ake a ny m otion 
as if to draw any w eapon. M ontgom ery called 
attention to th e palpable an d irreconcilable dif­ 
ference betw een the testim ony of the atlidavit 
and th e petition of Neagle for a w rit of haneas 
corpus. In the petition Neagle stated th a t his 
shooting of Terry was to protect Field. 
In the 
affidavit he said it was to protect him self 
(Neagle) from Terry. 
M ontgom ery referred to Terry’s reputation as 
a duelist, and declared his belief thRt Terry 
only intended to insult an d challenge Field to a 
duel. 
M ontgom ery th en deprecated Neagle’s 
secrecy in concealing his m ission to preserve 
peace and protect his charge and not m aking 
his m ission know n u n til th e peace had been 
broken, an d th en sw iftly acted the avenger. 
T his brings up th e inquiry w hether Neagle 
acted as a protector o r an aveDger. “ Is th is the 
new -fangled F ederal police, clothed in secrecy 
a n d disguise an d arm ed to th e teeth, w hich is 
to protect th e Federal judiciarv from th e citi­ 
zens of this coun’ry ?” thundered M ontgomery. 
••May th e ever-living God and this honorable 
C ourt fo refen d /’ he said iu a solem n tone. 
M ontgom ery then entered into an eloquent de­ 
fense of T erry’s ch aracter as a m an. repelling 
th e insinuations th a t he was a m an of violence 
an d blood. He could rem em ber o f but two oc­ 
casions w here Terry had ever h u rt a hum an 
b eing—th e killing o f Broderick in a duel and 
th e striking dow n of one H opkins, a vigilant 
ruifian. Terry was brave, m agnanim ous, the 
soul o f h onor’ th e friend of the oppressed; in ­ 
capable of treachery him self, he never sus­ 
pected treachery' in even au enem y. M ontgom­ 
ery 
review ed 
th e 
tfharon-ilill difficulties, 
T erry’s m arriage to th e divorced wife of Sharon, 
th e subsequent storm y scene in Court betw een 
Mrs. Terry and Justice Field, and ihe assault by 
h er husband upon Field. He described w ith 
tragic pathos Mrs. Terry ’s rage and h er hus­ 
b an d ’s vengeance upon h er assaulters. 
M ontgomery then discussed th e technical le­ 
gal questions upon w hich hinged th e issuance 
of tn e w rit of habeas corpus to Neagle. 
Did 
N eagle shoot Terry to preveut his assaulting or 
injuring Field? or did he shoot him to prevent 
dim ply an ail ron t and insult to Judge F ield? 
T he difference betw een these intentions is all- 
im portant as affecting N eagle’s liaoility in com ­ 
m ittin g th e act. 
M ontgomery seoied United 
States M arshal F ranks for not w arning Terry, 
w hom he knew was likelv to insult Field, th at 
h is act would receive swift puuishm ent by an 
official body-guard w ho would protect Field. 
He was followed by U nited States Attorney- 
G eneral M iller in behalf of Neagle. He began: 
“ I intend to discuss but two questions in this 
ease. In m y opinion they control th e entire 
case. T he first proposition is th a t it is the duty 
of th e E xecutive D epartm ent to protect th e ju- 
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scm w lor excellence proven In m illion* of 
w for m ore th a n a q u arter of a century. It 
?d by th e U nited States G overnm ent. In- 
Id by th e heads of th e great U niversities a* 
itrongest, P urest and m ost H ealthful.

A>od proposition is th a t u nder the Con- 
stitu 
tk e judiciary being in obeyance to the 
exf x y lite it is th e dnty of the Judiciary Depari- 
rtA to sit in judgm ent upon acts of its otfidlals 
’ j i th e perform ance of th eir duties, in accordance 
'wRh th e C onstitution.” 
H aving th u s clearly 
'outlined th e course he intended to p u isue Gen­ 
era l M iller entered upon his argum ent. He 
quoted from the w ords o f th e late Secretary of 
State, T hom as F. B ayard, w ho said ; “T he 
robust an d essential principle m ust be pro­ 
claim ed an d m aintained, th a t th e in h eren t 
rig h t of th e G overnm ent to enact an d enforce 
law s gives it pow er to protect its servants in 
th ?ir execution.” 
“T his,” said G eneral M iller, 
“is a principle w hich is 
unassailable, and 
term inates m y argum ent in th is case.” 
M iller held th a t in th e D epartm ent o t Justice 
th e U nited States M arshal and D eputy M arshal 
w ere sim ply so m any acting hands engaged iu i 
th e protection o f th e C onstitution. “ The m ain 
force of th e argum ent in behalf o f th e appel­ 
lan t o f th e State of C alifornia in th is case ” 
said*Jeneral M iller, “is d irected to this proposi­ 
tion, th at the E xecutive can exercise no powers 
except those fo r w hich he has direct authority 
by a special Act of Congress. This, I say, is a 
heresy as old as th e Governm ent. 
It has been 
refuted thousands of rim es in Court, in Congress 
and upon the battle-field.” 
He quoted decisions of em inent jurists, be­ 
ginning w ith C hief Justice M arshall, to sub­ 
stan tiate his position. T hen he referred to the 
acts of form er Presidents as precedents. “Did 
President 
Monroe 
require authority 
by a 
direct 
act 
of 
Congress 
to 
invade 
the 
Spanish 
provinces 
m 
Fiorlda ?” 
he 
asked, “or M adison to m ake the L ouisiana p u r­ 
chase; or Jackson, for his rem oval of th e depos­ 
its: or iu the case of his action w ith th e In d i­ 
ans iu Georgia. In case of In d ian s in th e T erri­ 
tories. coula not th e President have authority to 
furnish au escort ot troops to th e U nited States 
Judge to the place of holding Court? 
Justice Bradley interrupted G eneral M iller to 
ask him to w hat force should the President 
resort to protect a Judge in th e discharge of his 
duties. 
Miller replied: First, a force should be a posse 
and deputies, an d if th a t was not sufficient to 
call upon a com pany, regim ent or th e w hole 
arm y, if it was necessary to protect th e Federal 
Judge. If the Presideut ordered M arshal Neagle 
to protect the co u rt and Neagie is held iu 
custody w ithout a rig h t to appeal for habeas 
corpus, the Presideut is as liable as Neagle and 
should be held w ithout recourse to habeas 
corpus. G eneral M iller then proceeded to dis­ 
cuss his second proposition th a t th e Federal 
Courts should sit in judgm ent upon the acts of 
its subordinates. 
He laid dow n as a prim ary 
principle, th a t a m an cannot do duty to th e gen­ 
eral G overnm ent w hich w ill be a crim e to a 
State G overnm ent. 
It is a coutradictiou in 
term s, for th e State itself is a m em ber o f the 
Union, and cannot violate th e Constitution of 
the Union, therefore, if the State cannot violate 
the C onstitution, how can au officerof th e State, 
a constable, violate the Constitution by arrest­ 
ing a m an engaged in fulfilling th e behests of 
the Constitution? 
He said Neagle w as obeying the Constitution, 
therefore it was im possible for him to violate 
th e btate law . The assum ption of th e State 
Court to try* Neagle im plies the precedent of 
right to arrest. It the state of C alifornia po- 
sessed th a t right, it had th e right to stop Neagle 
before the deed was com m itted—to paralyze his 
arm beiore it fell. 
“ The result of th is,” 6aid G eneral M iller in a 
solem n tone, “ would have resulted in th e assas­ 
sination of Justice Field.” 
M iller denied th e right ot th e State !o inter­ 
fere w ith the Federal officer in th e discharge of 
his duty. It b as been held, continued General 
M iller, th a t if C alifornia cannot try Neagle, 
there can be no trial. G ranted. W hat of it ? 
Sim ply th at the U nited States G overnm ent will 
investigate w hether th is m au did his duty, and, 
discovering th at he has done it, there w ill be 
no need of a trial. The only question th a t re­ 
m ains is, Was th e prisoner proper*}' discharged ? 
I insist th at he was. This was certainly au u r­ 
gent occasion. To have taken Neagle aw ay 
w ould n av e been to deprive Justice Field of bis 
protection. 
It was upon th is line th a t G eneral M iiler con­ 
tinued his argum ent, am plifying the above 
principles and quoting precedents and au th o r­ 
ities. 
He closed late in the afternoon, an* th e Court 
took a recess u ntil to-m orrow, w hen Choate and 
Johnson w ill conclude th e argum ent.
